British 'Warspite' 
Leads Frantic 
Ocean Chase

Somewhere in the south Atlantic, 


not far from the coast of South Amer- 
ica, 
the British battleship Warspitc 


and the cruiser Enterprise are racing 
northward at forced draft, looking 
for a German raider believed to be 
the pocket battleship Admiral Scheer. 


So once more, despite attempts of 


the Americas to keep the war out of 
the waters of the western hemisphere, 
a savage sea battle may be fought off 
thc South American coast. It is all 
part and parcel of the vast job of the 
British navy. 


The British admiralty, needing all 


the vessels it can spare to watch the 
North Sea, the English Channel and 
thc Mediterranean, to convoy food 
ships across thc Atlantic, and to cope 
with the increasing menace of Ger- 
man submarines, nevertheless has to 
face the new and increasing threat 
of German sea raiders. 


Thc respite gained when the Graf 


S'pce was sunk, was of short durat- 
ion. 
Soon reports began coming in 


of new threats and now attacks. That 
these activities were not the deed* 
of one lone sea wolf was mad cvidnt 
by th teeming ubiquity of th raider. 
Sometimes it was described as a war 
vessel, sometimes as a merchant ship 
fitted up as a raider.

WASHINGTON — Eight to ten thou- 


sand more persons will have to stand 
at President Roosevelt's history-shat- 
tering third inaugural than had to 
stand at the other two and those 
who take it on their dogs will either 
hd'vfr to blame Congress or the high 
cost of carpentry and lumber. 


In 1936, David Lynn, Capitol archi- 


tect and the man who has chaige of 
tuilding the inaugural stands, got 
$32.000 from Congress tor the job. This 
year (back in Jur.e) he asked S45,- 
TOO—but Congress, without lecogniz- 
ing any new prices In carpentry and 
lumber, aparcntly. said: "You did it 
for thirty-two grand in '36. now do 
it for that again." 


As a result, there'll be stands in 


front of the east entrance (that's' THE 
entrance, but nobody much uses it) 
of the Capitol for 11,656. Rising above 
them will be the President's stand, 
with its'fluted columns, three arm- 
chairs (for President Rocsev«lt. Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court Charles 
Evans Hughes, and Vice President- 
elect Wallace) and 96 other chairs 
for the presidential party. Stretching 
away to the north will be the senate 
wing and to the left, the house—seats 
for 784 person, all told—and beyond 
that only foot room. 


In years past, there have been seats 


for thousands built on the House and 
Senate steps; high up on the roof 
of the Capitol, .in the shadow of the 
Statue of freedom: and across the PF5- 
za. But labor and lumber have this 
year made that impossible.

President the 1040 census figures, with 
compulations of the number of re- 
presentatives to Congress each stale 
will be allowed. By law, the Presi- 
dent must pass these figures along to 
Congress within a week aflcr Ihe new 
Congress convenes January 3. Within 
CO days, Congress must rcapporlion Ihe 
seals in Ihe House—or Ihe rcapporlion- 
mont, by Ihe "method of major frac- 
tions," will aulomalically become ef- 
feclive. 


Here's the w?y il works: If the 


House of Rcpresenalivcs is lo con- 
tinue wilh 435 members (and con- 
sequently, the same electoral

-Six months ago the American peo- 
ple came to a great decision. Revers- 
ing •every historical precedent, they 
decided that they must build great 
military strength though they were 
at peace with all he world. 


They have not changed that decis- 


ion. There are differences of opinion 
BS to how we may be forced to use 
our strength—none as to building it. 


How fares 
the 
effort after 
six 


months? The political campaign be- 
ing over, we can look at ourselves 
in the mirror without distortion and 
ask "How're we doin'?" 


We believe progress has been such 


that no American need be ashamed. 
Most of the disappointments 
with 


the defense effort have come to those 
who expected miracles. Those who ap- 
preciated the task and faced it realis- 
tically are not discouraged, not dis- 
pleased. By next June, roughly a 
year after the intensive preparedness 
drive' began, the Unitd States will 
be able to show military strength 
with which no power in the world 
will be inclined to trifle. 


That is not to say that we will 


then have the greatest existing mili- 
tary estabuishment. We want. A ma- 
chine such as Germany took 10 years 
to build, sacrificing butter for guns, 
cannot be built in six months, or n 
year. It takes time. 


Considering that it takes at least 


100 days to build a modern canton- 
ment, the progress of building in the 
camps, which started only last Sep- 
tember, ranges" from satisfactory to 
remarkable. 


Housing, clothing, and elementary 


weapons are- ready for the large in- 
flux of men to come after the first 
of. the year. Heavier and more com- 
plex weapons are not yet on hand 
in quantity. Instructors for the men 
are being rapidly trained. 


Training is practical and intensive. 


Discipline seems good without being 
repressive. Morale of the men is ex- 
cellent; officers are better qualified 
than in 1917.

Sen. Holt Has 
Good Career 


Young Senator 
Fights For His 
Convictions

WASHINGTON - This story might 


be called "How NOT To Become a 
Successful Senator, or Five Yenra in 
the Life of Rush D. Holt." 


If ever n young man apparently 


spiltecl n brilliant Senatorial career 
by fighting tooth and nail for his 
convictions and refusing ever to com- 
promise with those who stood against 
him, 
it wns Senator Holt, the West 


Virginia Democrat. Elected in 1934. the 
bespectacled "baby senator' came to 
Washington und had to wait nearly j 
four months for his 30th birthday June ! 
19, 1935, before he could under the j 
Constitution, take his seat.

If ever a freshman Senator got a ! 


send-off, it was young Holt. From the

M Lanrlor. when the 1936 campaign 
wiij- at fever heat. After election, he 
declared Congress should get an opin- 
ion from the Attorney General whe- 
ther the sale of Democratic campaign 
books wasn't a violation of the cor- 
rupt practices acl.
